NASA unveils plans 
for massive rocket 
to reach deep space

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. NASA unveiled plans 
Wednesday for a mammoth deep-space rock- 
et to carry astronauts to the moon, Mars and 
other destinations beyond the International 
Space Station. 

The rocket project would cost $10 bil- 
lion through 2017, when the first test flight 
of the Space Launch System is scheduled to 
take place from the Kennedy Space Center in 
Florida. 

Another $6 billion is allotted to building 
the Orion deep-space crew capsule, a hold- 
over from the defunct Constellation moon 
exploration initiative canceled by the Obama 
administration. NASA already has spent 
$5 billion on Orion. 

In addition, $2 billion would be spent to re- 
furbish NASA’s Florida spaceport to accom- 
modate the new rocket. 

The new rocket is based on the space 
shuttle’s liquid hydrogen and liquid oxygen 
engines and fuel tanks, coupled initially with 
upgraded solid-fuel shuttle booster rockets 
that also were developed under Constellation. 

The rocket would be more powerful than 
the Apollo-era Saturn booster that carried 
crews and equipment to the moon between 
1969 and 1972. 

“This is a tremendous step forward and re- 
ally puts us in a position to go forward with 
exploration,” NASA Associate Administrator 
Bill Gerstenmaier told reporters in a confer- 
ence call. 

The announcement follows a year-long 
tussle with Congress over the project’s cost, 
scope and technical parameters. The Obama 
administration withheld its plans while it ob- 
tained an independent cost estimate for the 
Space Launch System. 

“We have been frustrated by the time de- 
lays,” said Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison, a Texas 
Republican who serves on a NASA oversight 
committee. 

“The numbers are within the authorization 
levels, we are now moving forward as a team 
for America,” she said. “Sometimes the mak- 
ing of the sausage isn’t pretty but we are at the 
right end, we hope.”

Boy beaten into coma 


Girlfriend finds teen 
on sidewalk near his 
Logan Square home

Childhood sweethearts Brian DeLeon and 
Dayana Vazquez spent a typical evening Tues- 
day doing their homework together and walk- 
ing her mixed pit bull terrier puppy, JJ., in Lo- 
gan Square . She waved good night as he crossed 
the playground at Yates Elementary School on 
his short walk back home. 

But Dayana started to worry when Brian did 
not call by the time he should have reached his 
house. She called him but did not get an an- 
swer. Then she noticed she had received a mes- 
sage from his phone. 

On playing it back, she heard music, then 
someone saying “Cobra Kiiia,” then more mu- 
sic and scuffling. 

Dayana and her mother rushed by car to- 
ward Brian's home and found the 14-year-old 
sprawled on a sidewalk near the school’s play- 


ground with the side of his head beaten in. 

“His whole face was covered in blood,” 
Dayana said, holding back tears, “I told him, 
* You’re goi ng to be 
OK babe, you’re 
going to be OK,’ 
lie tried getting 
up and I’m like, 

'Don’t, don’t.’ Ilis 
eyes were closed.” 

Dayana spoke 
as she left Schurz 
I Iigh School on 
Wednesday after- 
noon in hopes of 
visiting Brian at 
Children’s Memorial I Iospital, where he was in 
a coma after undergoing two surgeries. 

'Tie’s a good young man. I le’s not in gangs,” 
said Dayana, 14, a freshman at Schurz. “He 
doesn’t say anything bad. He does good in 
school.” 

“All he did was play soccer,” she said, “He 
wanted to be a professional soccer player.” 

The two became fast friends after meeting 


two years ago in seventh grade at Tates after 
Brian moved into the neighborhood. 

They shared classes, hung out at the school 
playground and just spent time talking. As 
the friendship deepened, she chided him for 
drinking too much soda and urged him to take 
better care of himself The two began dating, 
and the shy and studious boy won over her 
family despite their youth. 

“When they first started going out, I was 
against it,” said Gloria Ocampo, Dayana’s 
mother, “but I was young [once] too.” 

Brian had planned to attend Schurz with 
Vazquez when both graduated from Yates in 
June. But after being accepted by Phoenix Mil- 
itary Academy a Chicago public school, Brian 
decided to go there as a challenge, according to 
his father, Faust o DeLeon. 

The two sweethearts still managed to see 
each other daily 

Police said there were no apparent witnesses 
to the beating and no city surveillance cam- 
eras nearby. Police hope the closest camera, at 
Mozart and Cortland streets, captured the at- 
tacker fleeing the scene.

Where’s the 
youth vote?

With the 2012 presidential elec- 
tion approaching, what can be 
done to get more young voters in 
Chicago to the polls? 

Chicago’s election board is 
hosting a voter engagement fo- 
rum Thursday to spark conversa- 
tion about that and other issues. 

Among the election reforms to 
be discussed; Election day regis- 
tration, which has been shown to 
encourage turnout among young 
voters in areas where it has been 
implemented, according to the 
Center for Information and Re- 
search on Civic learning and En- 
gagement, 

The barriers in getting young 
people to cast ballots include a 
combination of factors, from dif- 
ficulty in registering to lack of 
knowledge about issues and can- 
didates. 

The youth vote :n Chicago has 
been down recently, particularly 
for the February city election. 
Voter turnout for Chicagoans 
younger than 25 was an estimated 
6 percent. 

The age group also accounted 
for less than 8 percent of regis- 
tered voters and cast only 3 per- 
cent of all ballots, according to 
figures from the Chicago Board of 
Election Commissioners. 

By contrast, the youth vote was 
especially helpful in getting Presi- 
dent Obama elected to the White 
House in 2008. Turnout among 
18- to 29 -year-olds nationwide in- 
creased to 51 percent in that elec- 
tion. The following 2010 midterm 
election saw a youth voter turnout 
rate of 24 percent, according to 
the center.

Smoke leaves Chicago

Smoke from a wildfire in far northern Minnesota largely had 
dissipated in the Chicago area Wednesday but problems 
could linger for people with respiratory ailments, 

“It’s a difficult situation,” said Dr. Joseph Lcija, an aller- 
gist who collects the daily pollen and mold counts for the 
Chicago area. ‘With a heavy mold count and the smoke, the 
amount of oxygen in the air is diminished.” 

Conditions aren’t in place tor a return of the smoke Thurs- 
day, WGN-TV meteorologist Tom Skilling said, 

Stable weather conditions and a breeze blew smoke over 
Lake Michigan and into the area Tuesday but T hursday’s 
forecast calls for unstable conditions, so if the smoke travels 
this far south it probably will be in western Illinois and Iowa, 
Skilling said. 


Meanwhile airborne mold reached nearly 50,000 parts per 
cubic meter Tuesday, though the smoke made it difficult to 
conduct the count, said Lcija, of Gottlieb Memorial Hospital 
in Melrose Park. 

Decreased oxygen due to high particulate matter can lead 
even healthy people to tire easily People with respiratory or 
cardiac illnesses tend to experience more serious symptoms, 
including weakness, dizziness and headaches. They also may 
have a hard time recovering even though the air has cleared. 

Due to the poor air quality the Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency designated Wednesday an Air Pollution Ac- 
tion Day for Cook, DuPage, Grundy Kane, Kendall, Lake, 
Mcl lenry and Will counties. The classification is issued when 
air quality has reached or is expected to reach the level coded 
orange on the U.S. EPAs Air Quality Index for multiple days.

Chicago Lawn saw three homicides this week, a 
RedEye analysis of preliminary police data found 
Two men. ages 22 and 23, were shot to death Sunday 
in the 6000 block of South Albany Avenue, according 
to officials. Two days later, a 32-year-old man was shot 
to death in the 6600 block of South Oakley Avenue, 
police said. The community area has seen 12 homi- 
cides so far this year. Chicago Lawn logged 15 homi- 
cides in 2010. RedEye data shows. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were recorded in the 
last week in Austin, Humboldt Park, Roseland and 
Washington Park, RedEye determined. Meanwhile, a 
56-year-old man was found beaten to death Tuesday 
in the 5300 block of North Northwest Highway in 
Jefferson Park, police said. 

Twenty-one homicides have been recorded so 
far this month. Police recorded 31 homicides in 
September 2010, RedEye found.

Feds blame BP, others for spill 


BP, Trans ocean and I Ialliburton all share 
responsibility for the deadly explosion 
that resulted in the April 2010 Gulf of Mexico 
oil spill, according to the final federal report on 
the mat te r re lease d Wcdn c sday 

The three companies 'Violated a number of 
federal offshore safety regulations,” according 
to the report, which includes a series of recom- 
mendations for improving drilling safety 
The report, issued by the Bureau of Ocean 
Energy Management, Regulation and Enforce- 
ment, concludes that a key cause of the explo- 
sion was a faulty cement drilling barrier at the 


Macondo well site. 

“The precise reasons for the failure of the 
production casing cement job arc not known,” 
the report states. 

But the disaster was “the result of poor risk 
management, last minute changes to plans, 
failure to observe and respond to critical indi- 
cators, inadequate well control response, and 
insufficient emergency bridge response train- 
ing by companies and individuals responsible 
for drilling” at the site* 

BP was “ultimately responsible” for op- 
erations at the site “in a way that ensured the 


safety and protection of personnel, equipment, 
natural resources, and the environment,” the 
report concludes. 

But Transocean, the owner of the Deep- 
water Horizon rig, also was “responsible for 
conducting safe operations and for protecting 
personnel onboard.” 

Meanwhile, Halliburton— a BP contrac- 
tor— was “responsible for conducting the ce- 
ment job, and ... had certain responsibilities for 
monitoring the well,” the report says. 

A spokesman for BP said the company 
agrees with report’s conclusion

The series tells the tales of Playboy bunnies, 
those satin-clad and bunny-eared women who 
served drinks and cigarettes to high-rolling 
guests during the clubs’ heyday in the 1960s and 
’70s. Among its stars are Eddie Cibrian, Amber 
Heard, Naturi Naughton, Jenna I )e wan- latum

(Channing’s wife) and David Krumholtz. 

Things aren’t going smoothly for Benanti. 
Her arm keeps getting caught in the tangle of 
streamers. After a few practice runs and be- 
ing primped by the ever-present stylists, she 
tries again and nails it. Benanti will lip sync to 
a recording of herself more than a half-dozen 
times while cameras film her from the front 
and back, with and without dozens of extras 
dressed as bunnies and patrons. 

If it weren’t for the cameras, a visitor could 
almost believe he’s standing in the first Play- 
boy Club, which Playboy magazine founder 
Hugh Hefner opened at 116 E. Walton St. 
in i960. But it’s actually the gorgeous set 
at Cinespace Chicago Film Studios on the 
Southwest Side. 

In just a few months, production designer 
Scott Murphy oversaw the building of three 
sets. The massive, two-story club set includes 
a wood-paneled coat check area and gift 
shop, an ocher-carpeted reception and game 
area with Barcelona chairs, a bumper pool 
table and an old stereo hi-fi. Two floating 
spiral staircases lead to a lounge area that 
overlooks the dining room and stage where 
Benanti is performing. Everything sells the 
lavish Playboy lifestyle, from the Mondrian- 
style red, blue and yellow color-block room 
dividers to a huge chandelier to the beautiful, 
back-lit bar. 

The second set is smaller, but no less 


sumptuous. The Bunny dorm maybe littered 
with nighties and unmade beds, but it’s deco- 
rated just the way you’d expect the Playboy 
mansion to be. Red velvety paper covers 
the dorm walls, while bathrooms on either 
end sport wallpaper in blue and yellow; one 
actually is vintage and the other is a knockoff 
created by Murphy and his team. 

Still under construction was the soundstage 
for what will be the high-rise apartment of 
Nick Dalton, the sexy bachelor with slicked- 
back hair and a dark past played by Cibrian. 

A sectional sofa spreads out over the sunken 
living room surrounded by walls of windows. 

“I want the audience to want to live here,” 
Murphy says. Done; I’m ready to move in. 

It’s hard to believe that in May, there 
weren’t even walls built between the sound- 
stages in the vast, open-spaced building that 
once was part of the Ryerson steel plant. The 
Starz series “Boss” filmed in the building over 
the summer. “The Playboy Club,” which uses 
a crew that’s about 90 percent local, began 
filming July 26 and is expected to be here 
through December. 

The show’s creator, Chad I lodge, says he 
couldn’t imagine not shooting the series in 
Chicago. That makes sense, considering he’s 
from Highland Park and graduated from 
Northwestern University 

Approached by Imagine Entertai nment 
with the series concept, Hodge wanted to

peek into the lives of bunnies and patrons. 

It is not a historical piece, he emphasizes, 
although we will see historical figures such as 
Mayor Richard J. Daley and musicians such 
as Lesley Gore and 'Tina Turner. And though 
he has picked I Ief’s brain and done research 
in the Playboy archives, it’s not about Play- 
boy magazine, centerfolds or Hef’s life. 

“It’s a big, fun, sexy, sophisticated soap,” he 
says.

What you need to know about 
the brand’s Chicago connection

If you walk down the northwest side of Walton Street as it meets 
Michigan Avenue, you won’t find anything there to suggest that this 
plot of real estate was once home to the original Playboy Club. One 
suspects curious tourists will be craning their necks anyway 

Debuting Monday the new NBC drama “The Playboy Club” is 
set in and around that very Chicago nightspot, circa 1961, dusting 


off all those mothballed memories for a look back at the club’s ef- 
fect and Bunny culture itself. 

Aiming for some accuracy, the TV series is shot entirely in Chi- 
cago, mostly from a soundstage complex on the Southwest Side. In 
reality, the Playboy experience throughout the ’60s was centered 
on Hugh Hefner’s mansion at 1340 N. State Parkway (the third and 
fourth floors were given over to Bunny dormitories where rent was 
$50 a month), and the club itself at 116 E. Walton St., which opened 
Feb. 29, i960, in a building Hefner leased from Chicago Bulls and 
Blackhawks owner Arthur Wirtz. 

During the first month of operation, nearly 17,000 people 
ventured into the club, which took much of its inspiration from 
another local establishment called the Gaslight Club. Originally 
located on Rush Street, the Gaslight also required its members to 
carry a key for entry and it featured a waitstaff of Gaslight Girls 
decked out in sequin- trimmed velvet corsets and little else. The 
Gaslight Girls also were hired for their vocal abilities — singing 
was part of the gig. 

Hefner streamlined both the Gaslight costume and the talent 
requirements for his own club. “If you are pretty and personable, 
between 21 and 24, married or single, you probably qualify” read 
the newspaper ad, Gloria Steinem wrote in her 1963 magazine piece 
about her short stint posing undercover as a Bunny at the Newark 
Club. 

The ad promised an earning potential of $200 to $300 a week. 
Steinem never found a Bunny who earned that much, but a num- 
ber of former Bunnies said their experience proved otherwise. 
(Steinem, who recently called for a boycott of the NBC show, has 
posted her original article on her website at gloriasteinem.com un- 
der the heading “Recent News.”)

• reportedly came from Use Taurins, who 
was then dating Hugh Hefner’s promotions 
director, Victor A. Lownes.

They move in together and hilarity ensues. 
Prognosis: Co-created by Michael Patrick 
King (“Sex and the City”) and Whitney 
Cummings, this was one of the few new 
broadcast network sitcoms that made me 
laugh. 



Prime Suspect 

9 p.m. Sept. 22, NBC 

Premise: Would it be offensive to say that 
executive producer Alexandra Cunningham 
and star Maria Bello have balls? They’ve taken 
on a thankless task of reinventing the classic 
British series “Prime Suspect,” in which Helen 
Mirren won acclaim and two Emmys playing 
troubled detective Jane Tennison. Bello brings 
the badass as Det. Jane Timoney, who fights 
for respect from the cliquish male colleagues 
who think she slept her way into the homicide 
division. 

Prognosis: The sexism Jane suffered in the 
original pilot felt quite dated. Thankfully, that 
was toned down, and now “The Beef Trust” 
seems to dislike her mostly because they don’t 
think she earned her spot on the team and, 
well, no one likes to be proven wrong. It’s a thrill 
watching Bello do it, though. 



New Girl 8 p.m. Tuesday, Fox 

Premise: After her boyfriend cheats, Jess (Zooey Deschanel) moves in with three guys who, 
between putting dollar bills in a “douchebag jar,” try to help her out of her post-breakup funk and 
back into the dating world. 

Prognosis: Deschanel can be charming, but her “adorkable” act could wear thin after a month. 
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Person of Interest 

8 p.m. Sept. 22, CBS 

Premise: After 9/11, billionaire Finch (Michael 
Emerson) created a high-tech surveillance pro- 
gram for the government that listens in on con- 
versations and flags suspicious behavior. Now 
believed to be dead, Finch has created a virtual 
back door into the program that gives him only 
the Social Security numbers of people who 
may end up committing or being the victims of 
future crimes. Fie can’t tell when or where they 
will happen, so he hires Reese (Jim Caviezel), a 
CIA agent-turned drunk, to figure out and pre- 
vent the crimes. 

Prognosis: The thriller is based on a screenplay 
by JJ. Abrams and Jonathan Nolan (brother of 
Christopher), so that’s a good sign. But don’t 
think this is going to be another “Lost.” We won’t 
learn Finch’s secrets right away, but I’m guessing 
CBS will demand the main crimes be solved in 
single episodes.

Premise: Whitney (Whitney Cummings) and 
boyfriend Alex (Chris D’Elia) have been living 
together for five years, and she worries the 
spark has fizzled. 

Prognosis: Cummings’ irreverent comedy 
loses its edge in a standard relationship sitcom. 
Fler other show, “2 Broke Girls,” has more sass. 

Charlie’s Angels 

7p.m. Sept. 22, ABC 

Premise: Remake time! Unseen Charlie turns 
three hotties (Minka Kelly, Rachael Taylor and 
Annie llonzeh) from bad girls into private eyes. 
A decidedly nonschlumpy Bosley (Ramon 
Rodriguez) works with the angels. 

Prognosis: So bad I don’t see it getting good. 



Pan Am 

9 p.m. Sept. 25, ABC 

Premise: Before there were airport pat-downs, 
there was the sexy, international airline Pan 
Am. We’re talking the 1960s, when people still 
bought into the romance of jet travel as an 
adventure and being pilots and stewardesses 
was glamorous. This soap packs relationship 
drama, cattiness, girdle checks and even espio- 
nage for the trip. ABC wasn’t feeling nostalgia 
for everything about the ’60s, though: Smoking 
is forbidden. 

Prognosis: Christina Ricci’s character charmed 
me, and it’s a lot more fun than that other 
1960s show that may have inspired it, “Mad 
Men.” It’s in a busy time slot, so it’ll have to 
buckle me in quickly. 



Terra Nova 7 p.m. Sept. 26, Fox 

Premise: Former Chicago cop Jim Shannon (Jason O’Mara), his doctor wife and three kids travel 
from the year 2149 through a crack in the space-time continuum 85 million years in the past to 
Terra Nova, a settlement designed to give humanity a fresh lease on life. Produced by Steven 
Spielberg, “Terra Nova” mixes family drama with dinosaur action and, of course, the peskiest of 
foes-humans with a different point of view. 

Prognosis: The two-hour season premiere has eye-popping special effects and the start of good 
mystery. I’m in.

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Grant Achatz wants 
to get you drunk 


When T have visitors here in Chicago, 
T follow the rules of good hosting. 
Well shop along Milwaukee, dodge 
Cubs tans on our way to the Addison 
stop and occasionally take a walk to 
check out The Bean. 

But the rest of the time, it's all 
about food and cocktails and beer. 
Brunch at The Publican takes the 
place of Willis lower. Drinks at Sable 
are my version of Navy Pier, IPs as 
much for me as it is for them* 

So when a friend of mine, in town 
for a few days from Michigan, wanted 
to drop by Aviary who was I to say no? 
When Aviary first opened, its 
cocktail menu focused on a list of mostly Sty-and-up concoc- 
tions that were sold a la carte* The thrill of being one of the 
first inside the long-awaited, heavily-covered lounge was 
enough to make you want to order more than one round* Not 
to mention the drink envy that happened when servers would 


walk to the table next to you with another strange container 
ofbooze. 

As the months went on, new options for tastings were 
added, and certain cocktails were rotated out and replaced. 

Now, it seems, you cannot walk out of Aviary sober. At least, 
they’re hoping you won’t. The focus of the menu now rests on 
a $45 prix-fixe, three-course cocktail deal. Many of the “old fa- 
vorites,” such as the Ginger (a Moscow Mule-like mix of ginger, 
lime juice sugar and water frozen with liquid nitrogen to look 
like snow and garnished with bits of chilies and micro shiso 
leaves with vodka and a lemongrass swizzle) now are available 
solely on this menu, and not a la carte. 

And while options like the In The Rocks, essentially an Old 
Fashioned encased in an ice egg that is broken at your table, 
and a handful of others are still available individually, it’s the 
prix-fixe that is not only pushed, but seems like the best deal 
for your money 

Fair warning: These are not small drinks. Nor are they weak 
drinks. You’ll be getting three, full-sized, fully-boozy cocktails 
that are some of the best you’ve ever had. You might try to 
pace yourself (remember— there are no big food options here 




to pad your stomach)* But the hour- and- a-half estimation our 
server noted to complete the deal is not quite enough time to 
absorb three cocktails without some huzzy repercussions* 
And hey, when you’re in that good- mood-place at the end 
of course three, why not order a fourth to share, right? It’s 
pretty hard to resist.

Winehouse’s swan song 

The world heard what’s being billed as 
Amy Winehouse’s final recording Wednes- 
day as her duct with legendary crooner 
Tony Bennett was released. (Winehousc 
died July 23 and would have been 28 on 
Wednesday) RedEye staffers listened to 
“Body and Soul,” and here are the knee- 
jerk reactions. 

Maybe it s just me, but there’s something 
unsettling about an 85-year-old man and a 
27-year-old woman singing about their intense love for each other Of course, since the guy is Tony 
Bennett and his counterpart is Amy Winehouse, the 1930s jazz standard featured on Bennett's 
“Duets II” album (out Sept. 20) is beautifully sung. Winehouse, who recorded with Bennett in 
March, sounds as capable as ever, which is no big surprise. So “Body and Soul” ultimately stands as 
one last affirmation of Winehouse's magnificent voice, even if she and Bennett just sound like two 
pros covering a song and singing about other people. Or perhaps that's just how I prefer to hear it.

In the more than 30 years since “Heart of 
Glass” took Blondie from new wave upstarts 
to mainstream stars, frontwoman Deborah 
Harry has transformed herself many times, 
younger members have joined the band and 
albums have gone from vinyl to digital. 

Still, the band’s newest new wave is unmis- 
takably Blondie. 

On Tuesday Blondie celebrated the U.S. 
release of its ninth studio album, “Panic 
of Girls.” In keeping with record industry 
trends, the album was released independently 
on the group’s own imprint and is being sold 
on CD and digital download exclusively on 
amazon.com. 

Harry, 66, whom Lady Gaga recently called 
“the most legendary woman in rock,” said 
Blondie is just as much a part of the future as 
it is the past. 

“We’ve got a loyal fan base that we want 
to keep,” she said. “Instrument ally we have 
our own tradition and our own style that pre- 
dominates. But we’re happy to have a sense 
of evolution. We’ve always been adventurous 


and tried to look for what moves us. It’s a for- 
ward motion.” 

Blondie is among the most iconic bands to 
emerge from New York City’s 1970 s punk and 
new wave scene cultivated in downtown clubs 
such as the legendary CBGB. 

“Panic” is the group’s third album since orig- 
inal members Harry guitarist Chris Stein and 
drummer Clem Burke (with newer support- 
ing band members) reunited in 1997, ending a 
15-year hiatus during which Harry recorded 
five solo albums. It is also the group’s first re- 
cord since 2003’s “The Curse of Blondie.” 

The album features 11 songs in genres rang- 
ing from reggae to Latin. Harry sings in French 
on “Le Bleu” and in Spanish on “Wipe Off My 
Sweat.” Reggae- tinged “The End The End” is 
a love song about enduring relationships with 
lyrics that could speak to the creative bonds 
between Blondie ’s original members. 

“Our influences come from all over the 
place— the radio, New Y)rk City,” Harry said. 
“There are many different types of music, and 
we like to give our take on all of it, reggae, Latin, 
pop. It’s always just been part of our scheme.”
